A notice of abandonment was received on 6/04/2007 with respect to the above- 
referenced case. It was determined that the above application had become 
abandoned for failure paying the issue fee in response to the Notice of 
Allowance mailed out on 02/01/2007.

Also 
provided as evidentiary support on page 3 of APPENDIX A is a copy of the File 
Jacket associated with the above-referenced case. It can be seen from the file 
jacket that last Office action received refers to the Appeal Brief Decision of 
08/31/06. Had the Notice of Allowance been received on 02/01/2007, an entry 
would have been made on the File Jacket corresponding to the same.
